Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  upon 
the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Borough  for  the  year 
1921. 

You  will  note  that  in  future  the  Reports  of  Medical  Officers  of 
Health  are  to  be  of  two  kinds — (1)  Survey  Reports,  and  (2)  Ordinary 
Reports.  This  is  a great  improvement  as  it  does  away  with  a great 
deal  of  unnecessary  repetition  in  each  year’s  report  which  previously 
was  required. 

The  Annual  Statistics  are  remarkable  in  one  particular.  The 
General  Death  Rate  of  10*6  is  the  second  lowest  rate  that  is  recorded 
for  Colchester  ; it  is  remarkable  in  that  this  rate  occurred  in  one  of 
the  hottest  years  within  memory — a striking  testimonial  to  the  general 
sanitary  condition  and  cleanliness  of  the  town  and  the  purity  of  its 
water  supply.  The  lowest  Death  Rate  recorded  was  10‘3  in  1920. 

The  new  Health  Offices  are  most  convenient,  and  are  a very  great 
improvement  upon  the  former  ones  The  increased  accommodation 
and  quiet  enable  the  work  of  the  Depaitment  to  be  carried  out  more 
smoothly  and  efficiently. 

The  Isolation  Hospital  Staff  has  had  an  unusually  strenuous 
year  ; outbreaks  of  Diphtheria  in  two  neighbouring  districts  made  the 
Hospital  particularly  busy  throughout  the  autumn  and  winter. 

Shortage  of  housing  accommodation  is  still  an  urgent  problem. 
Some  80  or  more  dilapidated  old  houses  are  fit  for  nothing  but 
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demolition,  yet  the  shortage  is  still  so  acute  that  it  is  the  case  of  a bad 
house  being  better  than  none,  and  so  they  continue  to  exist,  and  I do 
not  feel  justified  in  asking  the  Council  to  make  Closing  Orders.  Yet 
many  of  them  are  so  bad  and  so  unhealthy  that  drastic  steps  will 
shortly  be  imperative.  Another  evil  result  of  the  housing  shortage 
is  the  very  high  charge  for  lodgings  demanded  and,  of  necessity, 
paid  iu  certain  cases. 

In  conclusion,  I beg  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council  for  the 
interest  they  have  taken  in  this  Department,  and  more  particularly  the 
Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  whose  support  and 
sympathy  is  greatly  appreciated. 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Staff  of  the  Department  and  of  the 
Isolation  Hospital,  who  have  continued  to  work  most  efficiently  and 
whole-heartedly  in  the  interests  of  the  health  of  the  Borough.

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  this 
Report  lias  been  drawn  up  upon  new  lines. 

In  their  Circular  269  of  28th  December,  1921,  the  Ministry  of 
Health  state  that  it  is  in  future  proposed  that  there  shall  be  two  types 
of  the  Reports  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  (1)  Survey  Reports; 
(2)  Ordinary  Reports. 

The  Survey  Reports  are  to  be  “ of  a full  and  detailed  character 
and  will  normally  be  required  at  intervals  of  not  more  that  5 years.” 

The  Ordinary  Reports  will  be  “ of  a more  simple  character”  and 
only  certain  particulars  will  be  required,  such  particulars  being  set 
out  in  Circular  269. 

“The  Annual  Reports  for  1919  and  1920  will  be  treated  as 
constituting  the  first  of  the  series  of  Purvey  Reports.”  This  Report 
for  1921  will  be  an  Ordinary  Report  and  in  it  the  instructions 
contained  in  Circular  269  have  been  followed  as  closely  as  possible.

The  notification  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  lias,  upon  the  whole, 
improved  during  the  past  few  years.  Cases  are  now  notified  earlier 
than  they  used  to  be,  with  a view  to  their  obtaining  the  benefits  of 
Sanatorium  Treatment.

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The  total  number  of  Tuberculosis  Deaths  that  occurred  during 
the  year  was  60,  and  7 of  these  were  of  persons  who  had  not  been 
notified.  Therefore  the  Rate  of  Non-notified  Tuberculosis  Deaths  to 
Total  Tuberculosis  Deaths  was  or  1R6  Jo. 

Whenever  it  comes  to  the  notice  of  the  Department  that  a 
Medical  Practitioner  has  failed  to  notify  a case  of  Tuberculosis  that  it 
appears  he  should  have  notified,  a notice  drawing  his  attention  to  the 
fact,  and  to  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations,  is  sent  to  him.

Chicken-pox  ; Whooping  Cough  ; and  1 case  admitted 
as  Chicken-pox  which  proved  to  be  Acne  Vulgaris. 

1 case  admitted  as  Typhoid  Fever  proved  to  be  Pyaemia. 

The  above  Table  gives  a very  good  idea  of  the  large  amount  of 
work  that  was  done  in  this  Institution  throughout  the  year.  An  out- 
break of  Diphtheria  occurred  at  Mersea  during  the  summer  but  the 
large  majority  of  the  cases  were  mild.  In  the  autumn  an  epidemic  of 
the  same  disease  occurred  at  Parkeston  but  the  type  of  disease  was 
much  more  severe.  No  deaths  occurred  among  the  children  removed 
to  the  Hospital  in  either  of  these  epidemics. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Was  slightly  more  prevalent  in  the  Borough  than  usual,  but  the 
disease  was  mostly  of  a mild  type.  One  very  severe  case  died  in  the 
hospital,  and  one  other  death  was  ascribed  to  this  disease,  bot  it  was 
very  probably  a case  of  Influenzal  Pneumonia  with  a septic  rash. 

Diphtheria. 

Cases  in  the  Borough  were  not  numerous,  but  many  of  them  were 
unusually  severe  and  toxic.  It  is  these  severe  toxic  cases  that  become 
hopeless  unless  Antitoxin  is  administered  within  the  first  24  hours  of 
the  disease.  Four  of  these  cases  died,  and  in  all  of  these  there  ap- 
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peared  little  or  no  chance  of  recovery.  The  administration  of 
Antitoxin  early  means  life  to  these  cases  ; if  given  late  its  value  is 
enormously  diminished,  even  six  hours  may  make  all  the  difference. 

Tracheotomy  was  necessary  in  one  case,  a baby  of  1 1 months. 
The  child  did  well  and  ultimately  completely  recovered. 

Typhoid  Fever. 

Two  cases  occurred  in  the  Borough,  and  it  should  be  noted  that 
each  of  them  gave  a history  of  having  eaten  cockles  within  a fortnight 
of  their  illness.  Two  cases  were  admitted  to  the  hospital  from 
Teudring  Rural  District.  One  proved  to  be  a case  of  Pyaemia,  and 
was  transferred  to  the  Essex  County  Hospital  where  she  ultimately 
died. 

Of  the  three  Typhoid  cases  two  were  Typhoid  and  one  Para- 
yphoid  B. 

Cerebro-spinal  Meningitis. 

Only  one  case  of  this  disease  was  notified,  and  this  was  the  only 
case  admitted  to  the  hospital.  It  was  in  a baby  one  year  old.  After 
a long  and  severe  illness  it  ultimately  survived,  but  was  left  com- 
pletely blind  and  with  marked  paralysis  of  nil  its  limbs. 


Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. 

The  Colchester  Regulations  for  the  notification  of  these  diseases 
in  children  under  5 years  of  age  are  of  great  value.  No  epidemic  of 
Measles  has  occurred  since  their  inception  in  1920,  but  the  fact  that 
50  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  under  5 years  of  age  were  notified 
indicates  a fairly  large  epidemic,  yet  only  two  deaths  from  this 
disease  occurred.  All  cases  notified  are  visited  by  the  Health  Nurses 
and  practical  advice  given  for  the  care  and  feeding  of  the  children. 
If  any  of  the  children  are  seriously  ill  the  parents  are  urged  to  seek 
a doctor’s  advice  and  the  assistanceof  the  District  Nursing  Association  ; 
in  necessitous  cases  a District  Nurse  attends  under  an  arrangement 
between  the  Association  and  the  Borough  Council.

The  above  figures  show  the  large  amount  of  work  carried  out  under 
the  various  Child  Welfare  Acts  and  Pegulations.  The  great  drop  in 
Infantile  Mortality  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  work  of  the  Health 
Nurses  combined  with  the  supply  of  Milk,  both  fresh  and  dried,  to 
necessitous  cases,  and  the  interest  taken  in  all  babies  attending  the 
Infants  Clinic.  It  is  a remarkable  fact  that  in  1921,  the  hottest  and 
driest  summer  for  many  years  past,  Infantile  Diarrhoea  was  no  higher 
than  was  normal  10  years  ago.  Had  there  been  no  Infant  Visiting, 
no  Clinic  and  no  Dried  Milk,  the  Infantile  Mortality  would  have  been 
trebled. 

Under  the  arrangement  with  the  District  Nursing  Association, 
nine  children  have  been  looked  after  by  the  nurses  of  this  Association  at 
the  request  of  the  Health  Department  ; seven  were  cases  of  Bronchitis 
and  two  of  Broncho-pneumonia.  All  these  children  i ecovered  except 
one  baby  of  nine  months  that  died  of  Broncho-pneumonia.

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Infant  Clinic  was  moved  from  the 
Girls’  Patriotic  Club  in  Queen  Street  to  the  New  Health  Department 
premises  in  Trinity  Street.  Three  rooms  are  given  up  to  the  Clinic 
on  Wednesday  afternoons  — a large  Waiting  Poom  where  clothing  and 
flannel  can  be  purchased,  a Nurse’s  Hoorn  for  weighing  the  babies  and 
the  issue  of  Dried  Milk,  and  a Consultation  Hoorn  in  which  the  Medical 
Officer  interviews  the  mothers  and  their  babies.  Behind  the  offices  a 
large  covered  shed  has  been  erected  for  housing  perambulators  while 
the  mothers  are  in  the  Clinic. 

The  new  premises  are  a great  improvement  upon  the  former  ones. 

IVS ilk  (Mathers  and  Children)  Order,  1919. 

Under  this  order  milk  continues  to  be  supplied  under  very  much 
the  same  arrangements  as  previously,  except  that  the  enquiries  made 
of  applicants  for  free  milk  are  more  searching  and  the  circumstances  of 
all  those  who  receive  free  milk  are  considered  every  month 
Infant  Welfare  Committee  <>f  the  Borough  Council.  The  large 
amount  of  unemployment  throughout  the  winter  has  considerably  in- 
creased the  number  of  applicants  for  free  milk,  but  the  total  for  the 
year  is  the  same  as  in  1920,  although  the  amount  of  milk  supplied  is 
less.

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Of  the  above  85  families  19  were  supplied  with  milk  through  the 
Soldiers’  and  Sailors’  Families  Association. 

No  case  has  been  refused  milk  where  the  circumstances  seemed 
to  warrant  the  issue,  and  no  case  has  come  to  light  of  persons 
attempting  to  obtain  a supply  of  milk  improperly.  Many  poor  women 
have  expressed  their  deep  sense  of  gratitude  for  the  milk,  and  in 
several  instances  where  the  husband  has  at  length  obtained  work,  or 
the  family  income  has  been  increased  in  some  way,  parents  have  sent 
word  that  they  are  very  grateful  for  the  help  they  have  been  given 
and  they  think  they  can  now  manage  without  the  free  milk. 

Puerperal  Fever,  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  and  Epidemic 
Diarrhoea. 

Puerperal  Fever.  Two  cases  were  notified,  and  three  women 
died  of  this  disease,  one  case  dying  without  notification. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.  Only  one  case  was  notified.  This 
case  occurred  in  the  Barracks  and  was  treated  at  home,  ultimately 
completely  recovering  with  the  sight  unaffected. 

Epidemic  Diarrhoea.  The  summer  of  1921  was  one  of  the 
hottest  and  driest  on  record,  and  Epidemic  Diarrhoea  should  therefore 
have  been  rampant,  and  the  deaths  of  infants  under  two  years  very 
numerous.  Thanks  to  the  Infants  Welfare  work  in  the  district  this 
was  not  so.  The  Table  below  gives  briefly  the  Epidemic  Diarrhoea 
deaths  for  the  three  hottest  years  that  have  occurred  recently.

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home, 

(a)  General.  Two  Institutions  supply  Nurses  for  this  purpose. 

1.  The  District  Nursing  Association,  71  High  Street.  The 

Staff  consists  of  three  to  four  Nurses,  one  of  whom  is  a 
Certified  Midwife.  The  Nurses  are  fully  trained,  and  their 
work  is  exclusively  amongst  the  poorer  classes.  The 
Association  is  managed  by  a Committee,  and  is  supported  by 
voluntary  contributions  almost  entirely. 

2.  The  Nursing  Home,  1 Beverley  Road.  This  Institution  is 

primarily  a Nursing  Home,  but  it  also  provides  Nurses  for 
the  well-to-do,  for  nursing  cases  at  home,  massage,  etc. 
The  Home  is  carried  on  by  private  enterprise. 

3.  Lexden  District  Nurse.  The  District  Nurse  and  Midwife  for 

Lexden  is  supplied  by  a small  local  Nursing  Association  of 
that  district  combined  with  the  neighbouring  County  Parish 
of  IStanway. 

( b ) For  Infectious  Diseases.  The  Health  Nurses  of  the  Borough 

Council  visit  cases  of  the  minor  Infectious  Diseases,  and  advise 
as  to  their  nursing  and  care.  Should  such  oases  become 
seriously  ill,  under  an  arrangement  between  the  Borough 
Council  and  the  District  Nursing  Association,  a District  Nurse 
is  sent  daily  or  more  frequently  to  the  house  to  assist  in  the 
nursing  of  the  case  The  Association  is  paid  a fixed  sum  for 
each  visit.  Besides  the  minor  Infectious  Diseases,  cases  of 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  and  Puerperal  Fever  are  nursed  in 
this  way. 

IVlid  wives 

Although  practically  all  the  various  Acts  and  Regulations 
for  the  care  of  Infant  Life  are  administered  by  the  Borough 
Council,  yet  the  anomalous  position  still  continues  under  which 
the  County  Council  supervises  and  controls  the  Mid  wives.  This 
work  can  only  reap  the  greatest  benefit  by  being  administered 
locally.  There  are  no  Official  County  Council  or  Borough  Council 
Midwives  practising  in  the  district.  The  Borough  Council  makes  a 
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grant  of  £10  per  annum  to  the  District  Nursing  Association  towards 
the  expenses  of  their  Midwife. 

There  are  14  Private  Midwives  practising  in  the  Borough,  but 
four  of  these  seldom  take  as  many  as  10  cases  a year.

1.  Tuberculosis . A pavilion  of  12  beds  for  Sanatorium  cases  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  is  provided  by  the  Borough  Council  at  the 
Mile  End  Isolation  Hospitfd  for  the  use  of  the  County  Council. 

2.  Maternity . There  is  no  Maternity  Hospital.  A.  few  cases 
are  taken  at  the  Nursing  Home,  but  there  is  no  other  Institution 
available  except  the  Infirmary. 
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3.  Children.  There  is  a Children’s  Ward  at  the  Essex  County 
Hospital. 

4.  Fever.  The  Isolation  Hospital,  Mill  Road,  Mile  End,  Col- 
chester, lies  about  three  miles  to  the  North  of  the  town.  It  is  within 
the  Borough  District  and  is  supported  wholly  by  the  Borough  Council. 
Under  arrangements  with  neighbouring  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  it 
receives  patients  from  them. 

It  consists  of  a large  Administration  Block  and  Nurses  Home,  a 
separate  building  containing  Night  Nurses’  quarters  and  nine  Pavilions 
containing  175  beds  ; there  are  also  Gardener’s  Lodge,  and  Buildings 
housing  the  Motor  Ambulance,  Disinfector  and  Steam  Laundry,  and 
Mortuary. 

5.  Small-pox.  This  Hospital  lies  a quarter-of-a-mile  from  the 
Isolation  Hospital.  A large  corrugated  iron  building  with  accommo- 
dation for  20  beds  forms  the  hospital  and  an  adjoining  brick  cottage 
is  available  for  the  nursing  and  domestic  staff. 

6 Essex  Coiintu  Hospital.  This  is  the  General  Hospital  for  the 
neighbourhood.  It  is  situate  in  Lexden  Road,  Colchester,  and  is 
supported  by  voluntary  contributions  and  certain  charges  made  to 
patients.  For  payments  made  by  the  Borough  Council  it  undertakes 
the  treatment  of  certain  defects  and  diseases  of  the  Borough  Elementary 
School  Children.  The  Hospital  consists  of  120  beds. 

Institutional  Provision  for  Unmarried  Mothers,  Illegiti- 
mate Infants  and  Homeless  Children,

Many  of  the  above  premises  are  old  and  past  their  best  days,  as 
a result  they  cannot  be  kept  like  new  and  up-to-date  places.  Yet, 
taking  this  into  account,  they  may  be  considered  well  looked  after. 


In  one  instance,  the  Owner  of  a Cowshed  was  called  upon  to  make 
structural  improvements  and  this  was  at  once  done.  Otherwise  these 
premises  have  been  lime-washed  and  kept  in  accordance  with  the 
various  Orders  and  Bye-laws  concerning  them. 
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Disinfection. 

There  is  a Steam  Disinfector  at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and 
bedding,  etc.,  requiring  disinfection  is  removed  there  by  a horse- 
drawn  waggon.  Articles  not  requiring  or  unsuitable  for  steam 
disinfection  are  treated  in  a formalin  chamber  at  the  Public  Health 
Offices. 

During  the  year  under  review  1,0 70  articles  were  disinfected.

that  are  constantly  disinfected  there.

Common  Lodging  House. 

There  is  one  in  the  District.  It  has  been  regularly  visited  and 
inspected  ; but  it  is  not  kept  so  satisfactorily  as  is  desirable. 
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The  Keeper  was  summoned  for  not  limewashing  the  rooms 
in  accordance  with  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875  (Sec.  82),  and  the 
full  penalty  of  £2  was  imposed. 

A summons  was  also  issued  against  a person  for  keeping  a 
Common  Lodging  House  without  the  same  being  registered.  Con- 
viction was  secured  and  a total  fine  oi  £6  imposed.
